CONCORDIA ATHLETICS: 


This year, Concordia intercollegiate athletics 
graduates from a three year program, majoring in 
merger. Based on the performance of the past two 
years, the potential graduate should get through with 
flying colors. 


At the same time, many other Concordia stu- 
dents will complete three year undergrad programs 
this year having known nothing but Concordia Athle- 
tics. The Class of ’78 recalls little of how Concordia 
came to be a familiar sight on the fields and in the 
gyms and rinks of colleges and universities in North 
America, and even Europe. 


Few remember the hatred and the often bitter 
rivalry between Loyloa and Sir George— the two 
schools that came to form Concordia. Since 1975, 
Concordia athletes have excelled in all sports and 
have contributed greatly in making the merger a 
SUCCESS. 


In the short two year history of Concordia inter- 
collegiate athletics, the most successful group of 
Stingers has to be the soccer squad, led by coach 
Harry Hus. For the past six seasons, Hus-coached 
teams have been the dominating power in Quebec and 
Canadian college soccer. In 1975 Hus coached the in- 
fant Stingers to a berth in the national final before 
bowing out to the University of Victoria. 


Undaunted, Hus reached the finals again in 1976 
and on a cold, wet fall afternoon at McGill’s Molson 
Stadium, the Stingers captured the Canadian crown. 
This is the first and only national champion Concor- 
dia has won, but it is not from a lack of coming close. 


Take for instance the record of Concordia’s 
men’s hockey team. The past two seasons they have 
been Quebec league and playoff champs. In 1975-76 
under coaches Paul Arsenault and Bob Philip, they 
set numerous team records, losing only three games 
all year. However two of those losses were to the 
Toronto Varsity Blues, both by the score of 3-2.

The second loss ended their season and stopped 
the championship drive at the round robin Canadian 
finals. The fact that the Blues went on to win the 
hockey crown was of little consolation to the Stingers. 


In 1976-77, the Stingers lost many experienced 
veterans from the year before, but still managed to 
win the league and Quebec playoffs, thanks in part to 
the scoring exploits of centre Glen Tomalty. The team 
couldn’t get by the Eastern Canadian championship, 
bowing out to a tough St. Mary’s team at the Huskies’ 
home in Halifax. A definite highlight of the season 
was when the Stingers toured Czechoslovakia during 
the Christmas break. 


For the women basketball Stingers, success did 
not come easily or quickly. In their initial season of 
play the women had to settle for a third place QUAA 
finish for the season. However Mike Hickey’s forces 
rebounded in 76-77 to become a power on the Cana- 
dian court. The women were good enough to earn the 
country’s top ranking, which didn’t help cushion their 
defeat in the Canadian finals. 


The men’s basketball team was just the opposite. 
Coach Doug Daignault took the top team in Quebec 
to the nationals in Halifax in 1976, only to bow out 
in the first round. In 76-77, the Stingers struggled all 
year and finally fell victim to a revived McGill basket- 
ball program in the Quebec playoffs. 


Probably the toughest time of it, as far as Con- 
cordia is concerned, has been on the intercolligiate 
football field. In the two short years of Concordia, 
football has known more bad times than good, more 
disasters than devastations, more losses than wins. In 
this third year of Concordia, the gridiron gang has 
their work cut out for them. 


One of Concordia’s more enjoyable teams is the 
women’s hockey team. Although they do not have a 
league to play in with other Quebec colleges and uni- 
versities, with tournaments and exhibitions, the wo- 
men display an exciting brand of sport, whose enthu- 
siasm should be duplicated elsewhere. 


All in all, Concordia’s short athletic history is 
the base for providing an excellent future based on 
the success of these early years.

Coach Harry Hus’s Soccer Stingers outscored their op- 
ponents 59-4 last year en route to a 10-1 record and 
the CIAU National Championship. It was Concordia’s 
first national title, but not the first for Hus, who engi- 
neered the feat in 1973 with his Loyola Warriors. 
Both were overtime wins. 


Goalie Wally Smith was the other common denomina- 
tor of both championship squads, but Smith has gra- 
duated and will be missed not only for his goalkeeping 
but also for his leadership qualities. Fortunately for 
Hus all three of the league’s leading scorers will be 
back for another season. Bob Bertschi (11 goals), Joe 
Dakkak (11 goals) and Nick Miscevic (8 goals) are ex- 
pected to continue attacking opposition goalies. 


Also gone are Trevor Murray, Ihor Hupaliwsky, Jim 
Kelly and Gord Wallace, who scored the winning goal 
in overtime against Dalhousie in the national final. 
“You don’t replace these guys over night,” said Hus. 
“They were key people, but we have a strong nucleus 
returning as well as some outstanding newcomers. On 
paper we look pretty good. | think we’ll be fine.” 


Besides the goal scorers, returning personnel includes 
mid-field players Francisco Campo and Gus Trianta- 
filos, backs Leo Delaney and Stanley Darville, as well 
as last year’s co-captain, Mike Reynolds. Also back to 
assist Hus is Coach Harry Noetzel. 


Most promising in the newcomer department are 
LaSalle Rangers graduates Gilles Lebuis, Carl Dragoun, 
and goalie Terry Scullion. All three played on the 
1974 Loyola Park team which won the Canadian 
Junior championship. Word has it that another top 
defensive player, Paul McGuire, is transferring from 
UNB where he was MVP last year. 


There’s no doubt that Hus has his eye on another 
National title this year. After all the QUAA is a fore- 
gone conclusion. His Warriors and Stingers have been 
undefeated in six seasons.

1977 OUTLOOK 


With 26 returning lettermen and several newcomers, head coach Doug Daigneault views the upcoming 1977 foot- 
ball season with cautious optimism. 


Concordia embarked on a rebuilding program last year and finished out of the play-off picture with a 2-4-1 
record. And despite the loss of stand-outs Bernie Muldoon, Mike Walukavich, Jim Donovan, Tony Perkins and 
Mark Carter through the graduation ranks, Daigneault feels the 1977 version will be a greatly improved team. 


“We made a lot of freshman mistakes last year because of inexperience.” Daigneault explained prior to the open- 
ing of the 1977 training camp. “If some of the rookies and second-year players can fill some key positions, we 
will be a play-off contender’.

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STINGER BASKETBALL 9 


The 1976-77 Concordia women’s Basketball team es- 
tablished an enviable record that will be hard to dup- 
licate. And while coach Mike Hickey realizes that the 
coming season will be a rebuilding year with only four 
players returning, he believes that the women cagers 
have established Concordia as a national power. 


Last year’s championship squad breezed through the 
Quebec University Athletic Association en route toa 
33-4 overall season and a third place finish in the 
C.W.1.A.U. National Championships. In addition, the 
Stingers were the only team to defeat the Laurentian 
Vees, three time C.W.I.A.U. champs, a feat they per- 
formed in winning the Concordia Invitational Tourna- 
ment in November. 


The team also expanded its road schedule to in- 
clude two of the best women’s teams in the United 
States, Immaculata and Queens College, N.Y. ‘“‘Our 
goal to win the nationals fell short last year,” Hickey 
states, ‘but it was the first step for a growing pro- 
gramme. We plan to be a national contender for years 
to come.” 


Hickey’s optimism is based on several reasons. The 
team has one of the best schedules in the country. 
Concordia has attracted several outstanding athletes 
and the programme has the solid support of the Ath- 
letic Department. 


This year’s schedule appears just as strong as last 
year’s, with tournaments at Laurentian, Ottawa, 
Bishop’s, Queens in New York, as well as the Concor- 
dia Invitational tournament in November. 


While the Q.U.A.A. schedule has been cut to just nine 
regular season games, the Stingers have replaced the 
lost games with non-conference competition against 
some of the top teams in North America. 


The Queens tourney features American teams Old 
Dominion, Oral Roberts, Michigan State and Southern 
Connecticut, while the Concordia classic lists defend- 
ing C.W.I.A.U. champion Laurentian, University of 
New Brunswick, Acadia, Bishop’s and Guelph. 


Leading the list of returnees is 5’10” forward Gay 
Owens and 6’ Chery! Petersen. Owens, a former junior 
national team player, is expected to have a banner 
year both offensively and defensively. Gay’s ability 
to play at either the guard or forward spot should 
make her one of the top players in the country. 


Petersen averaged 7 points and five rebounds in her 
rookie year. Hickey believes that Cheryl is a rapidly 
improving player who will develop into an all-star 
college forward. 


Newcomers expected to play an integral role in the 
‘77-78 Stinger season are forward Debbie Larsen, a 
John Abbott standout and Laura Gillespie, an aggres- 
sive guard from the Ottawa Rookies. 
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The 1976-77 Concordia Women’s hockey team was 
one of transition. It was a combination of several 
veterans playing out their last season and several 
rookies, many of whom had never played organized 
hockey. The blend netted the Stingers the Hunting- 
don Invitational Tournament and second place in the 
Montreal Women’s Hockey League behind McGill as 
well as impressive wins over American teams — Col- 
gate University, Potsdam State University and Clark- 
son College. 


The veterans have graduated, but coach J.P. Robitaille 
is optimistic about Stinger chances this year. He has 
good reason. The rookie crop has been well seasoned, 
especially goaler Terry Kenney and he is expecting
